Election/Restrictions

7. Group IV, claim (s) 26 and 30 are drawn to valuable documents. 

8. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature in all groups is the coating. This element cannot be a special technical 
feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because this element is shown in the prior art. Gerhard 
(GB 2033839A) teaches a security card comprising locally light-transmitting support and 
a signature receiving spark burning recording member 12 made of a paper base 14, a 
colored light transmitting lacquer 15 (coating) and a top coat of vacuum-deposited metal 
16 (coating). Gerhard discloses "In using the present invention the aluminum... and 
hence if the card 10 is placed upon a dark surface a black signature is clearly seen 
against the aluminum background. In addition. ..light source." (page 2 lines 115-13 to 
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page 3 lines 1-6). This disclosure reads on the coating which by means of the color 
effect produced by means of it situation permits an unambiguous assignment... to a 
defied property. 

9. Due to the complexity involved in the restriction requirement, a telephone call 
was not made to Applicant's attorney/agent to request an oral election to the above 
restriction requirement.
